Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372, 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-6, drawn to a flexographic printing plate. 

Group 2, claim(s) 7-12, drawn to a method of manufacturing a flexographic printing 
plate. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special 
technical feature of group 1 is that a top face and each side face make an angle of 
between 90 and 105 degrees in each projection of a flexographic printing plate. The 
special technical feature of Group 2 is that the flexographic printing plates are made 
mainly of a photosensitive resin that includes (1) a base-coat forming process wherein a 
first photosensitive resin layer disposed on the main surface of a base film is exposed to 
form a base coat, (2) a process wherein a second photosensitive resin layer is disposed 
on the main surface of a mask film used to make any shape of exposure, (3) an 
overlapping process wherein the main surface of the said base coat and the main 
surface of the said second photosensitive resin layer are in contact with each other, (4) 
a main exposure process wherein the laminate obtained in the said overlapping process 
is exposed from the side where the said mask film is disposed, and (5) a development 
process wherein development is performed after the said main exposure process to 
form projections. 

3. A telephone call was made to Steven Jensen on 12/20/2006 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
